RAISIN GHOWfiKS AND CO-OPERA- 


TIVE COMPANIES. 


A Correspondent Outlined a Mode 


of Procedure for the Com- 


ing Season. 


EDITOR HKFUBLICAN :—It is presumed 


that about this time of year a large num- 
ber of growers are endeavoring to arrive 
at some mode of action for the new 
year. It eeema an opportune time to 
call the attention of growers to a few 
facts. A great deal has been said re- 
garding trie" different commission pack- 
ing companies, about their 
cutting 


prices and breaking agreements, and 
there is no doubt that there is a great 
deal of truth in what hag been said. The 
writer has^een tho returns issued by one 
o! the commission packing companies 
wtio have stated through the press that 
tbolr returns have averaged $100 more 
per car than any other packer; and the 
returns which we saw netted the grower 
three-quarters oi a cent per pound for 
layers; so that, for this showing, we 
think it is perfectly safe to say that the 
average return of all of tbe raisin, grow- 
ers puLtins raiaius through that com- 
pany will not net $100 a car more than

Mr. Gordon knows as well as 
anybody that the attempted combine 
last year was based un the idea of hold- 
ing every pound of raisins in California 
until they had been sold- When the 
raiain growers found out that the com- 
mission packers had receivetTauthority 
from the board of directors of the "com- 
bine" to consign goods east, they imme- 
diately recognized the fact that the 
foundation stone of the combination bad 


;eu removed. 
The wriier haa been informed by some 


of the commission packers that they 
can not control the action of their agents 
in the east, and we believe that for thin 
reason the growers refused to haya any- 
thing more to do with the coronination. 
The reason BUi?ee8ted by Mr. Gordon for 
ihe unnecessary depreciation in prices 
is no doubt a fact, because it is utterly 
impossible for a packing firm with $160,- 
000 to attempt to handle 1000 cara of 
raiains and sustain the market, for the 
simple reason that they are compelled 
to keep the goods moving to be able to 
meet their obligations, and they are 
compelled to sell no matter what the 
price. Also the statement which Mr. 
Gordon makes is simply a reiteration of 
a suggestion made Tjy tbe Producers' 
Raiain Packing Company that if the 
growers will at the end of the season 
compare their returns on the whole crop 
they will then be in better position to 
judne bow best to handle their goods an- 
other season. We have no particular 
quarrel with any of the commission 
packers, but we believe that the whole 
system is radically wrong because the 
grower places his goods in tbe packer's 
hands without .any guarantee whatever 
that he will ever get anything more than 
the advance, andlias practically uo con-

There ia no reason why tbe raisins 


put up by the co-operative companies, if 
duly organized, should rot sell aa well 
as if packed by some com mission house. 
Raiains are Eold nowadays on tbe qual- 
ity and not on the brand. 
It h«B always been a puzzle to tho 


writer to understand why some of the 
co-operative companies ehould turu over 
their packing plant to a commission 
packing bouse and pay them the proUt 
derived from packing ihe raisins. 


There is no doubt that the great cry 


this coming year will be that the "rai- 
sina will be sold in the sweat box this 
year for cash;" but tbe growers must 
remember that tbe price to be received 
by them will be what the local buyers 
are willing to pay. And furthermore, 
the only market they have for the goods 
in the sweat box ia in Fresno or some 
town adjacent to the vineyard; whereas, 
if they will only incorporate themselves 
into co-operative companies and pack 
the gooda themselves, they are then 
ready to co on any market in the U uited 
States, and with intelligent manage- 
ment and a successful pooling of the 
business of the d ffereut co-operative 
companies, there need be no glutting of 
the market, nor the ruinous eotapoti- 
ticn which has existed during the past 
three years. The writer doea not be- 
lieve that fancy prices could be ob- 
tained, but there ia no question what- 
ever that living prices could be realized 
out of the bulk of our raiaius, if properly 
handled hy the growers themselves in 
a solid association composed of and gov- 
erned by themselves through tho oiii- 
cera of tho different co-operative com- 
panies. If it ia possible for the Pro- 
ducers' Raisin 
Packing Company to 


hold their 3-crowu raisins at 4 centB io 
4K cents, delivered in the eabt, it would 
be possible for similar organizations 
under intelligent management to do 
the same. And the raiaina 
would 


move just aa 
readily 
nnd 
freely 


at 4J>£ cents delivered in New York as 
they do at 3^ cents, and if the trade 
realized that ttie price of 4>£ cents was 
the bottom price they would not hesitate 
aa much to pay that figure as they do 
iiow when they buy at 3# centa, tind 
expect the price to drop to 3 cont3 be- 
fore they can sell their goods. 


The intereita of all growers are identi- 


cal, namely, to get a living profit out of 
thair products; wbereas, the interest of 
all commission packers is to handle as 
many raiains aa possible and get rid of 
them as quickly a3 possible, so aa to 
make their profits in packing and han- 
dling. 
Consequently, any intelligent

J. Woodward and 
Mayor Church were appointed a com- 
mittee of three to ohoose the five from 


A Correspondent Outliues a Mode 


of Procedure for the Com- 


ing Season- 


JK REPUBLICAN :—It is presumed 


that about this time of year a largo num- 
ber of growers are endeavoring to arrive 
at some mode of action for the new 
year. It seems an opportune time to 
:all the attention of growers to a few 
facts. A great deal haa been said re- 
garding ttie different commission pack- 
ing companies, about their cutting 
prices and breaking agreements, and 
there is no doubt that there is a great 
deal of truth in what has been said. The | 
writer has seen the returns issued by oue j 
of the commission packing companies: 
who have stated through the press that 
their returns have averaged $100 more 
per car than any other packer; and the 
returns which we saw netted the grower 
three-quartera of a cent per pound for 
layers; BO that, for thia showing, we 
think it is perfectly safe to say that the 
average return of all of the raisin grow- 
ers putting raisins through that com- 
pany will not net $100 a car more than 
bad been obtained by any other com- 
pany. Tbe Producers' itaiain Packing 
Company advanced 2% cents per pound 
on N o.l layers, and '2 centa on No. 1 
looee up to November 4th last season, 
and did not make any returns to any 
grower at three-quarters of a cent for 


In your issue of December 12th you 


publish a communication tinned by Air. 
Gordon, in which he apparently wishes 
to have on-infer that the raUin grow- 
ers as a body are not to bo trusted, and 
that of their own free will they will eo 
into a combine and then refuse to go on 
with it. Mr. Gordon knows as well as 
anybody that the attempted combine 
laat year was based on the idea of hold- 
ing every pound of raisins iu California 
until they had been Bold. Whuu tbe 
raisin g'owers found out that tho com- 
mission packers had received authority 
from thu board of directors of the "com- 
biue" to consign goods east, they imme- 
diately recognized the fact that the 
foundation stone of the combination had 
been removed. 
The writer haa been informed by some 


of the commission packers that they 
can not control the action of their amenta 
in tbe east, and we believe that for this 
reasun the growers refused to bava any- 
thing more to do with the combination. 
The reason suggested by Mr. Gordon for 
the unnecessary depreciation in prices 
is no doubt a fact, because it la utterly 
impossible for a packing firm with $150,- 
000 to attempt to handle 10UO cars of 
raiains and sustain the market, for the 
simple reason that they are compelled 
to keep tbe goods moving to be able to 
meet their obligations, aud they are 
compelled to Bell no matter what the 
price. Also the statement which Mr.

this coming year will be that tlie "rai- 
sins will be sold in tha swea; box this 
year for cash;" but the growers must 
remember that the price to ba received 
by them will be what the local buyers 
are willing to pay. Aud furthermore, 
the oaly market they have for lha gooda 
in the sweat box U in Fresno or some 
town adjacent to the vineyard; whereas, 
if they will only incorporate themselves 
into co-operative companies and pack 
the goods themselves, they are then 
ready to co on any market in the United 
States, and with intelligent manage- 
ment and a successful pooling of tbe 
business of the d fferent co-operative 
companies, there need be no glutting of 
the market, nor the ruinous competi- 
tion which haa existed during the past 
three years. The writer does not be- 
lieve that fancy prices could be ob- 
tained, hut there is no question what- 
ever that living prices could be realized 
out of the bulk of our raisins, if properly 
handled by the growers themselves in 
a solid association composed of aud gov- 
erned by themselves through the otfi- 
cers of thfl different co-operative com- 
panies. 
If it is possible for tho Pro- 


ducers' Raisin Packing Company to 
hold their 3-crown raiains at 4 cents io 
4J£ cents, delivered in the east, it would 
be possible for similar organizations 
under intelligent management to do 
the same.

3if cents, and if tho trade 
realized that the price of 4K cents was 
tho bottom price they would not hesitate 
as much to pay that figure as they do 
now when they buy at Stf cents, and 
expect the prica to drop to 3 cents be- 
fore they can sell their goods.

The interests of all growers are identi- 


cal, namely, to get a living prolitout of 
their products; whereas, the interest of 
all commission packers is to handle as 
many raisins as possible and get rid of 
them as quickly as possible, so as to 
make their proiits in packing and han- 
dling. 
Consequently, any intelligent 


grower can see that it is utterly impossi- 
ble to make a successful combination be- 
tween growers and commission packers. 
But such a thing is possible among the 
different co-operative companies com- 
posed entirely of growers if organized 
on business principles. It has often 
been stated that co-operation is a fail- 
ure. This tbo writer contends ia un- 
true; because it has beeu demonstrated

He 
believed that the construction of a com- 
peting railroad by way of Los Angeles 
would increase the value of land in 
Fresno county $10 an acre. He was in 
favor of dividing the state and going m 
with the southern county. 


General Muller observed that if once 


they started to build to Los Angeles the 
Si.n Francisco people would Boon come 
•down, but not before. He moved that 
a committee of three be appointed to 
Visit'the valley counties tnd make ar- 
rangements tor a mass meeting to be 
held in Fresno during the second week 
in January. 
An amendment prevailed by which 


the committee was increased to five, and 
Fulton G. Berry, O. J. Woodward and 
Vayor Church were appointed a com- 
mittee of three to choose tbe five from

county, and others. 
The matter of ignoring San Francisco 


.and takin» np Los Angeles only was set- 
tled hy a motion rnaile by 0. J. Wood- 
ward expressly to get the sense of the 
meeting on thia point.

moved that when the mass meeting is 
called it ia to be stated as its ohject the 


• 
building of a competing road to Los 
Angeles, ignoring San Francisco alto 
gether. 
Supervisor Butler said the question 


wonld be best setlled when the conven- 
tion assembled but he did not expect 
anything from San Francisco anyway.

members, but to retain control we have 
found it necessary to allow our eastern 
agents to draw ou us for a portion oi the 
advance when the market had fallen. 


A little correspondence passing be- 


tween tho above campany and some of 
its agents in the east will give tnu 
growers at large some idea of the stand 
we have taken in regard to disposing of 
•ome of our goods, A telegram was re- 
ceived stating that the agent there of a 
certain commission packing house here 
was underselling us on 2-orown and d- 
crown loose one quarter of a cent per 
pound, and askine,"Whatshall wedo?

We are reliably informed that 
within the last three weeks there wa< a 
sale made in Chicago of pious piitkcd 
by one of the large commission uiuunirs 
heie, being ten cars etch ol 2-crown aivl 
3-crowu looic, at an equivalent of 2)£ 
cents and 3 cents per pound, delivered 
in Chicago, and that within twenty-four 
hours aft«-r the raisins had changed 
hands 500 boxes ol the 3-crown were 
sold as J-crown at -I cents, the change 
being made simply by pu'.ting another 
crown rai them. This will give a person 
some idea of the quality of the goods 
which were sold at the extremely low 
.rice of 3 cents delivered. 
The cost of incorporation anu of put- 


ting up the necessary packing house in 
the colonies should not exceed $5000, 
and a great deal of this could be got on 
time, the balance being- carried o>> « 


writer does not think the blame can be 
thrown on tbe growera at large, be- 
cause we believe that if the association 
had been conducted in exactly the man- 
ner it was supposed it would be by the 
majority of the growers when they 
signed, and that if every party in the 
association had acted in good faith, it 
would have teen a pronounced success.

IN CONTEMPLATION OF LAW. 


"In the contemplation of law" ia a 
ihrase which sometimes develops into 
itrange fruit, A recent North Carolina 
:ase ia in point. One Deputy Sherif 
iall, v»ho was pursuing an escapee 
) isom-r in that Etale, followed him t 
he felon had croened the Tennessee 
ine. Then, still etandinn on the North 
Carolina side, Hall ahot at the "escape" 
nd killed hin:. 
Now note the result: Hall had de- 


iberately killed a man; it might be a 
ca^e of murder or manslaughter, and a 
trial was essential. He was accordingly 
arrested, tried and convicted of mnrder 
m Nortn Carolina. On appeal, the ver- 
dict was eet aside on tbe ground that 
'in the contemplation of tbe law,' 
Sail was in Tennessee when be did the 
tilling. 


So now we have a man who haa been 


legally decided to have committed a 
crime in Tenneflpee, but not in North 
Jarolins. 
Hall waa accordingly ar- 


rested as a fugitive from justice, and tbe 
3overuor of Tennessee sent for him on 
a requisition. He then applied for a 
discharge, and the judge refused to dis- 
charge him. Thereupon he applied to 
tbe supreme court of North Carolina 
and by it be was diijharged on the 
ground that not having actually been in 
Tennessee at the time of the killing, hi 
could not "in the contemplation of tbe 
law" be a fugitive therefrom. 


So there yon have it. The man canno 


be tried in North Carolina, because hi 
did the killinic in Tennessee, and hi 
cannot be taken to the latter state for 
trial, because he was not therein when 
the crime was committed. 
In the 


meanwhile Justice blithely winks ber 
eye even beneath ite bandage, and won- 
ders what next will be done In ber 
sacred nainr-. 


Now if you were looking for the plot 


of a farce comedy where would you 
strike a richer vein than this? All the 
elements are here, and hardly could an 
improvement be made to add to the 
rich, rare and racy quality of tbe play? 
It Is law throughout, as interpreted by 
honorable judges, but he is a poor 
quality of layman wbo does not realize 
that it is aleo something besides justice 
which shields a man-alftyer from trial. 
They are such cases sa this that ear- 
nestly plead tor less of tbe letter of the 
law and more of tmornamented com- 
mon sense.

VISIT TO A LEADING NUBSERY 


Thousands cf Yearling Trees Grow- 


ing Vigorously—Fine Prospects 


fur Orange Growers. 


Tbe failure of tho Florida orange crop 


haq suddenly focusee I the attention of 
the entire continent on California; and 
those who have orange groves in full 
bearing in this state just now arc glee- 
fully contemplating large profits and 
quick returns. There ia no euch ele- 
ment of jobbery, gambling and etcret 
Bales in tfio matter of oranges as in rai- 
llna; no so-called "advances" which end 
by bringing the grower ia debt on the 
day of eettlemeut. Tbe Iresno county 
orange grower can sell 
his 
crop 


right in hid own state. 


Tbe perception of this advantage ia 


becoming general, and it ia not dlttkull 
to predict that in tbo near future 
F'eano orange groves will fairly chal- 
enge Fresn^ peach erohardB and raisin 
vineyards for t-uprcmucy aa an induce- 
ment to settlers. , 


A representative of THE RIFITBUCA\T 


recently accepted the ii.vitation of the 
Fresno Nursery Company to visit their 
orange and lemon nursery in the vicin- 
ity of Cemerville. It was an unusually 
cold day iu Fresno, but once tbe thermal 
belt in tho vicinity of Orangedale waa 
reached tbe liee in temperature waa 
. yery noticeable 


Orangedale IB the locality in which 


the famous orange grove of Fulton G. 
Berry ia i-itimted. Tbo Fresno Nursery 
Couiuniiy'e land ia about a mile beyond 
Oranged'ale., cloatt to the head of tbe 
Church ditch, and with the mouth of 
Kings river canyon right in front us the 
visitor approaches the nursery. The 
reporter WHS led to expect a tine show of 
oranges, but tbe display of golden fruit 
on Mr. Beny'a trets wu3 as astonishing 
as it was beautiful. No less astonishing 
was tbe development of orange culture 
in the entirety of this aeirtion. Hun- 
dreds of acres have beeu plant* d out in 
oranges aud lemons, which have already 
made such pronrees as to give fall assur- 
ance 
that the 
county ia 
aa well 


adapted to the cultivation of citrus fruits 
as any part of Olif'Tiim. 
It was also clearly apparent that in 


the matter of annual maturing of tlie 
fruit tbis county ia just a month ahead 
of the Gouilif m thermal belt in which 
Riverside, Pasadena and other fauioua 
orange centers are located. 


When tbeorantze tind lemon trees on 


tbe Fresiio Nursery Company's nurtery 
were examined by THE KEPUBLICAX'H 
representative he was struck with their 
vigorous Hud healthy appearance. It 
became easy to b«-licv« that the. advant- 
age which the Fresno county orange 
grower daimB, of a difference of wsveii 
degrees in winter temueratnrrf a^airiBt 
Riverside (tlm figures bring 25 degrees 
lowest winter temperature for Fresno 
and 18 degrees for Uivereide). ta a well 
groumleil tm-.t. 
Nut a tiign of frost nip 


appeared on Hie eeedlinjjH, or 1 and 2- 
year-old budded treea in tbe nursery; 
on the contrary more than half of the 
trees'were red-tipped, a eure indication 
of luxuriance of iirowth,even in midwin- 
ter. Tao nursery and adjacent groves, 
loaded with fruit, are indeed n pretty 
sight, though the Fresno county planter 
will take much nu-re stock in the fact 
that there iu money, in them. This con- 
viction is strengthened by the circum- 
stance that the month's difference of 
maturity in favor of Fresno county 
oranges'euablea the local grower tocom- 
mand tho high prices incident to au 
early market. 


The Fresno Nursery Company has 


over 75,000 thriving trres already grow- 
ing on itd Cemerville eetate, and BO lit- 
tle attention do they require tbat £d 
Marshall, the overseer, and two Chi- 
neee, are able to get awavwith all the 
work of the nursery. The irrigation 
facilities are perfect, and this is a valu- 
able consideration in the case of plants 
BO greedy of moisture as tbe orange and 
the lemon. Both stem to grow almost 
equally well on tbe loam and white aeb 
toil. In fact pmvided care is taken 
not to saturate the euil, and to screen 
the plants from the frost for the firat 
year, there ia nothing easier to care for 
than an uranjre or a lemon orchard. 
Provided only that standard varieties of 
treea are selected and properly budded, 
tbe man who puts bia money into either 
oranges or lemons ia secure of golden re- 
turns after tbe trees come_ into bearing, 
which happeua in the third year, and 
continues thereafter with increaa-d an- 
nual product for twenty years at leasr. 


THE RKPUULICAN representative had 


an object Iteson near at band in the 
orange grove of Fulton t+.Berry, already 
referred to. 
Some of these trees, 


eighteen years old, were loaded down 
with fruit, and there ia a record of 51,- 
000 oranges having been taken off seven 
treee within a single year. 


It waa learned on inquiry at the 


nursery that tbe lar^e number of citrus 
treea planted within the last three years 
in tbe Centerville section of the thermal 
belt by no means represents the future 
of branpe cu.ture iu this county. While 
the thermal belt proprr is largely con- 
fined to the foothill eecLioD on tbe east 
aide of the valley, there is abundant ev- 
idence tbat the orange will grow much 
farther out in the valley than Fresno 
city. Among the varieties in the com- 
pany's nurutry and recommended for 
cultivation are the following: Wash- 
ington Navel, Valencia Lite, Maltese, 
Bloodi Ruby Bloixl, Parson Brown, 
Mediterranean Sweet, Paper Rind St. 
Michael, Satauma and Jopps. Oflem- 
oua tha, varieties 
are Lisbon, Villa 


France, Eureka and Agnes. 


All the trees in the nursery are home- 


grown, tbe company being tbe only one 
m the county which offers such treea 
for eale. 


Apropos of lemon culture it may be 


aafely said tbat the man who raises 
lemons will never want a home market 
in the heated term. Last year the rail- 
road strike in July created a lemon 
famine here that lasted three weeke, and 
even under ordinary eircumatancea tbe 
demand fur lemons from June to the 
end of September frequently exhausts 
the supply of the imported article: to 
Bay nothing of the heavy freight charges 
on imported lemons, thia factor being 
all in favor of the home grower for the 
home market- 


In the eaee of both oranges and lem- 


ons the absence of killing frosta and the 
early maturing ot the fruit are points 
greatly increasing the advantages of tbe 
Fresno foothill grower. Hia (ruit cornea 
into market a whole month ahead of his 
rivala in Sun Bernardino and Loa An- 
geles counties ami he rnns no risk what- 
ever of having hia crop destroyed by 
froit KB happened in at leaat two large 
orange orchards in Kiveraide laEt year. 
It is. in fact, a perfectly safe prediction 
that within the present year every tree 
now in the nnrFery will be planted out

No one can be an inmate of Bellevno 


aospital for any length of time without 
bearing of the famous "black bottla" 
Tho superstition connected with it is 
very grewsome, yet it is believed in im- 
plicitly by many of tbo patient:!. Brief- 
ly told, it is as follows: 


Tho opinion is prevalent among tbo 


pour that Uellevue hospital is a school 
of experiment for tho instruction of 
young surgeons and physicians, and 
that only cases of peculiar novelty aud 
interest are wanted there. 
If a patient 


happens to bo a good subject for thu 
operating tablo or clinical lecture, bo 
or sho is welcome to all that institution 
affords; otherwise tho sooner tbo poor 
crcatnro mukes room for a more inter- 
esting patient the better. 
Nor aro tho 


physicians and nurses supposed to enter- 
tain any scruples of conscience as to tho 
means (hey employ in effecting such 
removals. In cases of liugering sickness 
where there is no hope of on ultimate 
recovery thoy aro supposed to hasten 
tho end by administering a fatal dose 
one of tho mysterious black bottle. Af tor 
taking it tho patient falla asleep never 
to awaken. 


This superstition originated from the 


fact that morphine and other drugs of a 
poisonous character used iu tbe hospital 
ira always kept in bottles of a particu- 
larly auspicious appearance. 
They are 


xmulo of dark bluo glass, with a corru- 
gated surface, and aro distinguished by 
Elaming red labels, ou which is printed 
tbo emblem of a skull aud crcmbouns, 
flanked by tho word "Poison." Now, it 
frequently hapoeus that morphine is 
administered to thoso who are dying of 
painful diseases in order to mitigate 
tho severity of their sufferings, hut tho 
ignorant paiicnts around do uot under-

tion, but he maintained his belief in it 
us obstinately as ever and answered: 


Don't tell me. I'll belinvo my own 


eyes sooner than wliat other folks say. 
If there isn't (loath in thu black bottle, 
why is it marked with a, slmll aud cross- 
bones? And why is 'Poison' printed on 
it? Tell mo that." 


It is needless to say tbat tbo bottles 


containing poisonous diugs aru so la- 
beled to insure the safety of tho pa- 
tients. 
The corrugated surface is a 


further precautionary measure, for no 
ono could ho mistal;ei!, even in tho 
dark, as to what such n vial contained 
Tho seiiso of touch would warn tlio 
nurse where- that of sight might fail. 
In Bcllevue hospital tho greatest caio 
ia exercised over poisonous drugs. Thoy 
aro kept under lock aud key iu a strong 
closet tpecially prepared for them iu 
tho pharmacy, ami tbo door is furnish- 
ed with au automatic arrangement (hat 
rings an electric bell whenever it is 
opened, 


Tbo black botllo superstition is by no 


means tbo only one associated with bos- 
pitala. There aro certain hods iu almost 
every hospital tbat are considered un- 
lucky. Thn old hospital rounders know 
thorn and ore probably responsible iot 
keeping alivo tho superstition concern- 
ing them. A hospital rounder ia a per- 
son who makes capital out of a chronic 
ailment. 
Ho makes tho rounds of tha 


hospitals in precisely the sumo way 
that tbo habitual vagrant makes the 
rounds of tho police station lodging 
houses. He'is pretty well posted on the 
affairs of tho institutions that have har- 
bored him and takes particular pains to 
impart his information to the other pa- 
tients. 
Ho treasures iu hia memory 


every grewsomo detail that comus to bis 
uotice and that may servo to embellish 
bis stories. 
If a new patiout happens to 


be brought to the ward of which ho is 
aii inmate and laid on tho cot that is 
supposed to ba unlucky, ho takes ad- 
vantage of tbo first opportunity to steal 
to his fiido and whisper: "Got them to 
move yer onter that bed as soon as yer 
can. 
Ye'ra conrtin death to Ho there. 


Fivo have died in it tho post fortnight" 


Snch an announcement cannot fail to 


inspire the newcomer with terror, es- 
pecially if ho ia not educated above the 
belief in superstitions, yet if tho ward 
is full ha is compelled- to occupy tbo 
unlucky cot, a prey to tho most gloomy 
forebodings. 
The unlucky bed ia al- 


ways Uiat in which tho greatest number 
of deaths hove occurred, aud there is 
generally one iu each ward tliat can 
claim such a distinction.—Now York 
Vrcss.

Tbo first class shops 
hero turn out a customer just as well as 
the harbors in Am.orica, if not a Httlo 
better, but I would not let tho cheaper 
harbors shavo my dog. 


Sumo of tho finest shops in Dnblin 


havo our old fashioned chairs, aud some 
bave just nn upholstered chair, with a 
Iicadpicco attached. Tho cheap ''shops, 
most of iliem, just uso n wooden chair, 
and tho barber wears a dirty apron, but 
iu tho finer shops they wcarwhito coaU 
aud clean whito aprons. London has a 
groat many shops, but there aro only a 
fow really good shops. Most of tho bnr- 
her shops hero nro called toilet clubs, 
aud they aro all located ou tho second 
floor. Thpy mst threcpenco for shaving. 
Tbo journeymen barbers get about 30 
shillings a wcok. A fow Ret more, but 
thoy depend largely on their customers 
for tips. The host ehavo I over had in 
London waa In Q barber sbop conducted 
by a lady. 
Sho employs five other la- 


dies and charges threoponoo for shaving 
and a little- extra for dressing tho hair. 
There aro only about half a dozen ahops 
In London.-wbich liavo modem Ameri- 
can ohalre.—Kational Barber.

Eskimos, Surprised by tiiu V.'intei- Tliat 


Foiled IVarr. I^»t liach Other. 


Intelligence is given by a whaling 


captain to a Dundee paper of a mo^c 
urewsomo discovery in tho arctic re- 
gions. In the beginning of August, 
•\vhilo tho Dundee whalers Aurora, Ba- 
laenaand Esquimaux wcro in Prince Re- 
gent's inlet searching for white- whales 
they lauded a party iu Elviu bay. The 
men on tmuling found near tho water's 
edge a ring of dead bodies of Eskimos, 
who had evidently died of starvation.

Capital Needed There. 


Consular advices received at tha de- 


partment of state warn Americans 
against emigrating to Mexico with a 
view to permanent settlement with In- 
sufficient means or without informing 
themselves in a reliable way as to 
tho prospects for earning livelihoods. 
While there aro undoubtedly good op- 
portunities in Mexico for enterprise, 
frugality and thrift, it is, like other 
countries, a land of varying conditions, 
and it often happens that disappoint 
meut is the result of emigration under- 
taken upon insufficient or misleading 
information or without resources which 
aro always necessary to success iu a new 
cotmtry. 


Many Americans hava been induced 


by alluring statements as to tho cheap- 
ness of coffoo raising, etc., to emigrate 
to Mexico within the past year, and 
some hnvo lost their nil by so doing. 
For these reasons consuls desire to cau- 
tion Americans against the representa- 
tions of speculators, who aro always on 
tbe watch for tho unwary.—Philadel- 
phia Press.

The French Academy of Sciences 


ipcnt almost an, entire day last week 
profoundly discussing the question, Why 
do cats fall on their feet? H. Marey 
read a paper aud submitted 00 photo- 
graphs depicting puss iu various atti- 
tudes while falling about five feet The 
flirt showed the cat with feet in air 
making a series of desperate appeals for 
succor; then a somersault was turned 
with more or less grace; finally tbe fe- 
line reached the ground oil its four paws, 
and then, with tail aloft, bolted into a 
safe retreat 


There was a great deal of learned dis- 
sHion an to the cause ot tho phenome- 


non, M. Marey thought tho problem had 
been triumphantly solved by puss in the 
first three feet of the descent. M. Mihie 
Edwardu, M. Berthelot and others main- 
tained tbat tho cat uses the hand or oth- 
er object causing tho fall as a leverage 
for turning ronnd, but this did not 
agree with tho early photographs, in 
which there is no sign of rotation. M. 
Marcel Dcprcz suggested tbat intestinal 
movement might account for the phe- 
nomenon. 31. Marey promised to con- 
tinue his experiments and to prevent 
tho possibility of leverage by tying the 
cat and then letting pussy drop,—Paria 
Correspondent.

"If I did not 
think that we Blood a good chance ot 
building the road I would stop right 
where 1 am," said he. "Snfcacriptiona 
are coming in slowly, but I think a suf- 
ficient amount of money ia aasured to 
make the road a certainty. 


"We bave decided to work for aix 


months longer if necessary to complete 
the subscription Hat, but I am confident 
tbat tbe matter will be decided one way 
or the other in thirty daya' time. We do 
uot propose to he targets for abuse for- 
ever. We are being blamed for not 
raising tbe money necessary to build 
the road, but it all rests with the peo- 
ple. • We have submitted tbe proposi- 
tion to tbe public nnd pointed out the 
advantages that would result from the 
construction and operation of a compel 
iug road in the San Joa.^uin valley • b'nt 
if the people do not want the road we 
cannot build it. 


"Various schemes and propositiona 


have been aubmitted to the Traffic As- 
sociation, any one of which would have 
enabled us to bmld the valley road 
without delay had we eeen fit to ap- 
prove them. By granting certain priv- 
ileges to certain people we could have 
built tbe road long ago, bat the Traffic 
Association has decided tbat if it builda 
the road it will build it ia tha interestol 
tho.,peoj)Ic, in the internet of San Fran- 
cisco and in tbe interest of tbe valley. It 
will be a competirg road and we will 
not eell out. 


"To build aucnaroad as we propose 


ie no eaay task, but I am beginning to 
notice that subscriptions are coming iu 
mere easily than at first.

The men who are soliciting anbscriptiouB 
have received many promises from the 
real estate men and merchants about 
town. Many business men bave eiven

mill ditch, contrary to reports wind 
had repreaented it as hank-full. It wa 
ascertained from ono of the men em- 
ployed by the Fresno Canal and Irriga- 
tion Company to watch tho ditches dur- 
in-the critical period, that the water 
had been all turned out of the canal 
up at the Kings river dam, to en- 
able the bed to ho cleaned and obstruc- 
tions removed.

Juat above the drop the 
ditch is spanned by several bridges 
mid way between tlie Barton vineyard 
and Scandinavian colony.

PROSECUTED FOR SPITE. 


The Case of Rev, T. A. McEachen 


Formerly of Fresno. 


Rev. T. A. McEachen returned yester- 


day from Redding, Sbaetacouuty, where 
he was acquitted of a serious charge, 
that of embezzlement, and it waa BO 
clearly shown to tho satisfaction of the 
court that ha waa not guilty that he was 
disciiarged without introducing any tes- 
timony iu bis own behalf. 


From all ai-cnunta his prosecution was 


spite work. He was formerly pastor of 
the African M. E. Zion church in this 
city. Latt-r he was transferred to Red- 
ding, but reigned in a short time and 
returned to Fresno and was here arrested 
November 10, 1394, on a warrant from 
Roddinir, charging him with embezzling 
$5 of funds belonging to the church. 
He was kept in jail here five days before 
being taken to Redding. After his ac- 
quittal he was turned adrift without 
any monev, and has since been working 
his way back to Fresno, stopping in all 
the towns and doing what work bo could 
do. It was a hard pull, but he finally 
reached this city, and will endeavor to 
make a livingat the barber's trade. This 
is a pretty forceable example of Bime of 
the injustices which sometimes fall upon 
the guiltless. Tho Kedding papers, as 
well aa the judge who tried the case, de- 
clare that it was a piece of spite work on 
the part of Rev. McEachen's enemies.

Not long after this he greatly humili- 


ated and hurt her by feelings refusing 
to spo.tk to her or to answer qubdLimiti 
which she asked him, or in any way to 
recognize her, and she saya he even car- 
ried i hia conduct into public, aud hu- 
miliated her in the presence nf others. 


The next act of cruelty cited by thu 


plaintiff was that her moiher-in-law waa 
brought to live with them, by Mr.
